EN VARDEFULL OCH INTRESSANT UPPSATS 

Anders Liljegren 



Bertil A.G.Schal6n, kand som 'BAGS', har som examens- 
arbete vid psykologi1injen i Lund skrivit uppsatsen 
"Tefatsfolket - UFO som kultforemAl". Schal6n odiar 
sedan tidiga tonAr ett brinnande intresse for UFO, SF 
och ockultism vilket manifesterat sig i ett antal fan¬ 
zine- 1 i knande halv-al1varliga skrifter, varav "Astrum 
Argentinum Galactica" ar den som narmast beror UFO-om- 
rAdet. Schal6n opererar som en "walIraffare", infiltre- 
rar rorelser han vill studera, lever med i dem, och 
skriver sedan ner sina "avslojanden", nu senast om ny- 
nazismen i Sverige. 

FrAn att tidigare ha varit intresserad av UFO-fenomenen 
som sAdana har Schl6n alltmer svangt till att bli in¬ 
tresserad av ma£n£s£o£n£ om£r£n^ fenomenet. Under nAgot 
Ars tid har han darfor infiltrerat en svensk "UFO-kult"; 
ett litet gang starkt troende personer i en mellansvensk 
stad som - forutom UFO/I FO (£n£e£p7ane£a£i£k£ flygande 
objekt) - bl.a. har fredsfrAgan pA sitt program. Den 
trakt dar "sekten" fotts och hor hemma har en rik tra¬ 
dition pA omrAdet; folk som rort sig i "utkanten av 
verkiigheten" har lange funnits dar. 

Genom s.k. total observation (aktivt deltagande - Scha- 
16n har bl.a. bott hos gruppen under tolv dagar och 
haft korrespondens med dess medlemmar) har forfattaren 
kunnat studera de psyko-sociala mekanismerna inom den 
I ilia "sekten". Slutsatserna har sedan jamforts med 
liknande studier i utlandet, t.ex. Festingers bok "When 
prophecy faiIs". 

Den rorelse Schalen studerat Sr starkt beroende och do- 
minerad av tvA ledarinnor. Vad som sags av dem ifrAga- 
satts sal Ian. Gruppen har svArt att i langden uppratt- 
hAlla samarbete med andra liknande rorelser pA verkiig- 
hetens kant. Daremot ar den interna sammanhAlIningen 
stark - rorelsen fungerar som ett gruppterapeutiskt 
forum for medlemmarna nar de fAr problem bl.a. i for- 
soken att fora ut sin IFO/fredsfilosofi till en oftast 
oforstAende omvarld. 

Schal6n har aven intervjuat tretton i SkAne verksamma 
psykologer/blivande psykologer om deras syn pA UFO-fe- 
nomenen. Dessa var pAfallande ointresserade och hade 
aldrig stott pA problemet i den kliniska, dagliga prak- 
tiken. UFO-rapportorer skulle dock mycket val kunna 
bli klassade som psykiskt sjuka, ansAg man, framfor- 
allt om de samtidigt uppvisade andra psykotiska drag... 

For mig verkar det besynnerligt att dessa psykologer 
var sA ovetande, dA jag ur minnet kan erinra mig minst 
en handful 1 fall dar svenskar med UFO-observationer 
kommit i kontakt med psykiatrin/psykologin - dock 
kanske inte i SkAne. 

Schal^ns arbete ar vardefullt dA det dokumenterar en 
del av UFO-faltet som mAnga rynkar pA nasan At. Hoppas 
att Schal6n, och andra, fortsatter pA den inslagna vagen.

Han nrirmar siq platsen och f Inner ett landat ’Vymdskepp” 
vid en gammal ruin, Han fInner ocksA kvinnan som fSrdats 
I farkosten. Hon ar mycket vacker och besitter mag I ska 
krafter. 

Det bllr Atskllllga ”narkontakter” fttr den unqe Chiynpa- 
cou, anting ski I drat med romantlskt mjukerotlska teck- 
ningar. Men medaljen har en baksida. Champacou kanner 
hur a IskogsmOtena bokstavlIqen g^5r honom kraftICs. Kvin¬ 
nan fttrklarar det vara ”vart satt att livnara oss”. Narj 
hon fAtt nog med I Ivskraft ska I I hon vanda Ater till 
stjarnorna - men hon skall Atorkomma. 

Under tiden har den ttvriqa stammen anat orSd och ger sig 
ut fOr att sCka reda p3 sin pr*lst. De f Inner honom och 
kvinnan frAn stjarnorna flyr I sin farkost. Men Champa¬ 
cou kan Inte glomma sin gudinna. Han vantar p3 hennes 
Aterkomst. 

Det finns en mycket omfattande littoratur som berttr sexu- 
ella mttten mellan gudar (demoner) och manniskor (I). VI 
fInner temat I legender, folktro och den ockulta trad I- 
tionen. Som bekant ar temat Inte heller okant I ufologin. 
Det klassiska, mycket vaIdokumenterade fallet ar Antonio 
Villas Floas, bonden frAn Oraslllen, som I oktober 1957 
fttrfOrdes av en kvinna ombord pA ett tefat. 

I UrO-lItteraturen borjar alltfler fall dyka upp. Kanske 
har vl har en ny trend att rakna med. MAhanda ar sexu- 
ella kontakter med okanda Vcisen Inte sA ovanllga som vl 
fOrestailer oss. Tanken slog miq fttr en tid sedan dA en 
kvinnilq bekant (f d ufolog) berattade att hon I flera 
Ar levt I ett ”ferhAlIande” med en ”man” som Ibland be- 
sftkte henne I ett slags halv-materlalIserat til 1stAnd. 

SInnrIka fftrklaringar till dyllka upplevelser har presen- 
terats av bAde psykologer och teologer. Jag har dock 
svArt att fttrestaila mig att Villas Roas skulle accepte- 
ra fttrklarinqar I stil med dissoclerade komplex eller 
Incubus-demoner. VI saknar belt enkelt en referensram 
eller paradigm som kan qe en vettig tolkning av dessa 
upplevelser. En kSck nCt frtr RfSU att kn*Jcko.

I vintras kontaktades AFU av tre tjejer pA Journal IsthOq- 
skolan som entuslastIskt tSnkte sig gttra ett speclalar- 
bete bl.a. om hur UFO-amnet behandlats av pressen. Man 
hade valt ut Dagens Nyheter, GOteborgs-TIdnIngen och 
Aret Runt fOr att granska Journa11st I ken dar. Ur Arkivets 
samlingar lAnade man cirka 250 artiklar som, var och en, 
analyserades med avseende pA form (nyhet/reportage), 
varde (serlOs/lronIsk), InnehAll (t.ex. om naturllga fOr- 
klarlngar) samt observatOr (man eller kvinnor). Totalt 
har 107 spaltmeter lasts, analyserats och sedan behand¬ 
lats I dator. 

Man fann att amnet fOr det mesta behandlats serlOst . Iro- 
nln fOrekom ganska sal Ian, I Aret Runt Inte alls! GT har 
genom Aren bemOdat sig att skriva serlOst, men har Ibland 
f restats till smA ’’knorrar”. DN hade flest Iron I ska 
kommentarer - under 70-talet InnehOII he I a 31 % av artlk- 
larna sAdan Iron I mot amnet. Observatloner som referera- 
des av de tre pubi I kat lonerna hade I 70 av fallen 
gjorts av man. 

Flickorna gjorde ocksA en attItydundersOknIng genom att 
ringa upp 124 I telefonkatalogen slumpvis valda gOtebor- 
gare. Svaren analyserades med avseende pA kOn, Alder, yr- 
ke och utblldning. Bara 1/4 trodde fenomenen var utom- 
jordlska (ET), flest var de troende I AI drama upp till 
35 och I kategorin ”iagre tjansteman” och gymnasleutblI- 
dade. HOgskoleutblIdade var mest tveksamma till ET. Hela

VEHICLE INTERFERENCES 

Anders LI Ijegren 


A recent study of 602 Swedish UFO reports (our SweCet 
catalogue) has shown that about 25 % of reported obser¬ 
vations came from witnesses travelling In some kind of 
a vehicle (usually a car). Out of these 151 reports only 
17 exhibited effects of any kind on car body, engine, 
headlloKts, steering or car radio. Only eight of them 
were direct engine troubles associated with a UFO slqhf- 
Ing. The problem of EM Interference (or whatever It Is..) 
Is thus a minor but still very significant one In the 
overall puzzle. It has attracted quite a lot of specula¬ 
tion through the years. Few, however, have pondered 
deeply over the question: Why engine Interferences In 
just 5 % of vehicle reports?? 

BUFORA, the British UFO Research Association, has made 
a worthwhile study, titled Vehicle Interference F'*roJecf. 
Presented are 420 short case summaries ^rom -i-ho Interna- 
tlonal literature. The BUFORA team has reconnized the 
problem of relating Interference cases to non-interfe¬ 
rence reports, but does not manage to draw any Implica¬ 
tions from It. BUFORA devised a classification scheme 
where the presented case catalogue only comprises types 
3 and 4 (cases of physlological/physlcal effects, and 
EM effects), while cases with no secondary effects are 
overlooked In view of their multitude. 

The report concludes with short comments by project team 
members and there Is also a check I I st/quest IonnaI re 
devised to help enlIcit critical Information In this 
type of cases. This checklist Is, I believe, the most 
valuable part of this study and should be considered 
by any UFO InvestI gator/research group claiming to bo 
serious.

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SOVIET UFO STATISTICS 
Anders Llljegren 


Now and then leaks from behind the Iron barrier have In¬ 
dicated that Soviet, and Its allies, have their fair 
share of "UFO hysteria". It comes as much of a surprise, 
however, to be able to read a new booklet from Center 
for UFO Studies where three Russian science workers a[>0- 
ly their statistical talents to Observations of anoma¬ 
lous atmospheric phenomena In the Tn^tlTis book 

There Ts^absolute 1^ no talk about "^fTyTnTi saucers" - In 
fact about 1/4 of Soviet observations concern prpspept- 
shaped objects - crescents ore twice as many as the 
discoid shapes In Soviet. (Mo doubt Jung, Crlnspoon and 
others In the psycho/socloloqlcal field would make good 
comments on that...). 

I am impressed with this study of PSA written reports 
which hove all originated via Soviet scientific Institu¬ 
tions. The more-than-50-percent share of highly quali¬ 
fied eyewitnesses (scientists, pilots, engineers) and 
the fact that 2/3 of the reports had more than one wit¬ 
ness makes this a good sample as compared to some V/es- 
tern studies. Now, statistics Is not a popular thing, 
at least not In Sweden, where people are tired of poli¬ 
tical gal I ups and negative figures of balance of commer¬ 
ce. We tend to jump onto the egocentric merry-go-round 
where there I s 90 ^ joy and 10 hard labour, flaking 
statistics Is In the reverse: 90 ^ labour and If) t joy. 
Reading statistics can be even more tedious, but sta¬ 
tistics Is one of the very few ways In which UFOs could 
he scientifically studied. Few sensational things become 
evident, however. 

Soviet data confirms the ValI6e tImes-of-the-day law hut 
also makes a point of comparing hour-hy-fiour activity 
to season. "The available data show a seasonal reloflon- 
shlp In the observed distribution", they conclude (page 
40). This Is exactly what I found as I compared data from 
the north of Sweden to reports from the southern part as 
seasons change (AFU Newsletter 10, p. 20). In my article 
then I called for a study of data from the Arctic regions 
By way of a concerted effort between Scandinavian, Rus¬ 
sian and Canadian researchers maybe we could have It...? 

Soviet data has a distinct peak In 1967, when Sweden al¬ 
so experienced Its most active UFO-report year ever sin¬ 
ce 1946. In Sweden peaks were In March/AprII and October 
while Soviet had Its four months between July and Octo¬ 
ber. British researchers, of course, remember their own 
October flap. Now the Soviet scientists found, by study¬ 
ing 194 cases from this year (they make up 76 t of the 
total Russian sample!) that a great majority of the ob¬ 
jects flew In an £a_st£rj_y direction as they were obser¬ 
ved by Russian witnesses. I am not a great believer In 
studying directions of UFO flights but It would be Inte¬ 
resting to analyze our own (Swedish) -67 reports... Un¬ 
fortunately, Swedish data from 1967 Is very poor. There 
were no active report-collecting UFO groups at that time 
so Info would have to be taken from the press and from 
fhe archives of the Research Institute of National De¬ 
fence (FOA). 

There Is much more to be culled from this thorough pub¬ 
lication, which I recommed for serious reading.

FOUR POLICEMEN PHOTOGRAPH 
A CLOSE ENCOUNTER 

Stig Aggestad 


The author of this report Is a Journalist and 
manages the UFO-Sweden report centre. 

The following Incident took place southeast of Stockholm 
In the early 70s, One of the witnesses, who Is now on 
police duty at another location In south Sweden, says: 

- At the time I was with the police force of Handen, 
south of Stockholm, Late one evening. In the fall, I re¬ 
ceived a call from police headquarters requesting me to 
take part In a search for an old man who had disappeared. 
I joined In and after a briefing with the search command 
we left for the terrain near Tungelsta, 20 km east of 
S^^dert^i I je. This area has a narrow net of small roads. 
With a colleague I drove slowly through the district. 
After a while we rendezvoused with another police car at 
a crossroads and all four of us got ouf of the vehicles 
to stretch our legs for a while. 



- Standing there we suddenly see a powerful light-source 
between the tree-trunks. A strongly brilliant object co¬ 
mes gliding at a low level, finally to stop at a distance, 
The object - which was discoid - radiated an enormously 
strong white light which lit up all of our surroundings. 

I could almost see every needle on the trees although It 
was a dark October night! The air around the luminous 
disc trembled and steamed as If the object was heated. 

For how long we stood there, completely paralyzed, I 
don’t know. Suddenly, however, one of my comrades regain¬ 
ed his self-command, stretched his hand through the side- 
window and put on the roof search-1 Ight, At the very same 
moment the object started to move. Slowly It tilted on 
Its edge and now we could clearly see the metallic struc¬ 
ture of It’s surface. The disc was about 20 meters In 
diameter. Then It slowly glided over a nearby field. 

- Another of my colleagues broke out of his paralysis, 
threw himself InN-o the car and took out the camera which 
Is a standard equipment In all our cars. He ran after 
the object a while and then took several pictures In 
close sequence. A while later the object disappeared out 
of view. The October darkness was once more with us, 

- Excited we contacted - on our communication radio - 
the Handen headquarters and Informed them about our sig¬ 
hting. Police HC), In turn, contacted the military since 
the area Is crammed with defence Installations like the 
Navy base on the Musko Island. We were ordered bock to 
the station to report on what had happened. 

So far the words of our anonymous witness. But the fol¬ 
lowing facts remain to he told: 

The film was developed but according to the policeman It 
was totally destroyd. This, of course, would be quite 
natural since the object was so brilliant. But the fact 
that none of the four men were allowed to view the deve¬ 
loped film make room for o1her theories. According to 
police management the UFO had not been registered on 
military radar scopes. 

We are left with cold facts: Four policemen watch on un¬ 
identified object at very close guarters. For quite a 
considerable time they are permitted to examine the phe¬ 
nomenon, but can’t explain what they cee. And, finally, 
their superiors ask them to keep silent, an order none 
of the polIcemen dare break even today. Although there 
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have heen recent contacts between the four they have not 
become united as to coming out of anonymity. 

The old man was found In good health later In the night. 
His disappearance had nothing whatsoever to do with the

SWEDISH LAKE MONSTERS. NEW REPORTS 

Every summer a lake monster Is reportedly observed at 
the lakch StorsjOn In north Sweden. This is the first 
1981 Report, from Oa£e£S_N^hoterj^ July 26: 

- On Juno II, I was fishing from the shore In the compa¬ 
ny of my son, says Sven EngstrOm. Some 300 metros In 
front of us there suddenly came three biack objects rol¬ 
ling In a line. In the water. They were roundish at the 
top and there was almost one meter between each of them.

Another monster was reportedly observed on two days In 
succession on the lake Tome trSsk In the extreme north 
of Lapland. Anton StOckel, 64 years old, said to £x£ros£ 
£en (June 25, 1981): 

- We were In a boat on the Lett 1 la bay. My grandson was 
with mo. Suddenly he called out: Grandfather, what's 
that? I spotted ripples on the surface, then something 
black rose out of the water. It was the Torno tr8sk mons¬ 
ter! I hadn't the time to roach for my riffle, but If 1 
had had I would have given It a try. But Mffle shots 
probably don't bite on that one... My father saw the 
monster 60 years ago, I remember him telling me. The 
description Is exactly the same. I was a sceptic before, 
but now all doubts are gone. 

The Torno trSsk monster Is a kind animal, which does not 
turn boats upside-down or attack people. There has been 
talk for a very long time about this monster. The people 
living at Lattila now keep a constant watch, equipped 
with cameras. All those who believe the tradition Is Just 
nonsense will get their lesson...

More thatF 400 ufologists from Britain, and 
eleven other countries assembled on May 
24-25 at the Mount Royal Hotel in London 
for the "Second International UFO Cong¬ 
ress". Organizer was the British national' 
group ^UF0RA_(BrJ_t_[s]i JJFO Re^e^r£h_A^s_^) 
in cooperation, with the Grand Metropolitan 
hotel chain. This we I I-organ!zed conferen¬ 
ce, was a follow-up on an.earlier, congress 
held in the metropolis in-August 1979. In 
connection with the two days the interna¬ 
tional coordination efforts - which have 
taken the form of an international commit¬ 
tee, PI CUR - were continued. 

As for the outward appearance this cong¬ 
ress had much in common with the UFO-Swe- 
den yearly national conferences, but it 
also gave signs of the much wider intel¬ 
lectual qua I ity of British ufology. The 
British have that well-known magazine Fly¬ 
ing Saucer Review plus two significant 
groups. BUFORA is, of course^, the tradi¬ 
tional "down-to-earth" organization which 
has managed to tie in many qualified peop- 
- le to its leadership which ha si created'a 
• good reputation. The J^n£e£t^gat£r£ ^e_tworj< 
is the other important group today; a more 
informal chain of some 50 field investiga¬ 
tors doing an ambitious and .Important 
field work. 

Now and then I have seen, in the many Bri- 
. ttsh magazines - there are many small, but 
important mags put out by different local 
groups - representatives of these main 
parties in rather open-minded debates, par¬ 
ticularly concerning the Importance - or ,

What we need, he said, are refereed'jour¬ 
nals; Journals that only publish contribu¬ 
tions passed on by a scientific panel of 
knowledgable reviewers. 

Some periodicals of that kind have appeared 
during the last few years. In "UFO-Sverige- 
Aktuellt" (v. 2 n. I) I reviewed two of 
that kind: ^pur£a_t o^_'-lfP_Sjlu_di£S and _Jo£r^ 
nal o f Tr ansient Aeraial Phenomena. A group 
of ItalianSihave, since 1976, brought out 
a third such Journal; _UF0_Ph£nom£n£, I nter- 
£at i£n£l_A£n£a_[_ _Re£i£w__(.|);., At, thOj.congress 
i t^s ed i tor _Fr£n£e£Co Tz_za, was awarded a 
price by ^r_^ ^r_uc£ Ma£C£b£e, chairman of 
the (American) Fund^for UFO Research. Justi¬ 
fication of this price was that UFO Pheno¬ 
mena is considered "the first scientific 
UFO Journal in the world". 

Congress chairman Le£l_i_e B£yer_j^ who handled 
the arrangement with a stpical composure, 
then presented the acting^chairman of 
BUFORA, J.O£d_Ki_n£Sj^Nor£o£. This man has a 
versatile past, for instance as the chief 
of British air defence during the years 
foilowing WWIi. The Lord's opening speech 
gave the traditional picture of the open- 
minded sceptic: "We are not unique, the ET 
hypotheses is highly probable". In tradition' 
bound England it seems to be a necessity 
for a serious group to have a Lord as It's 
chairman.

by applying an international "common data 
base",and data should continous Iy be fed 
into computors. U.R.D. works hard to "mar- 
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ket” themselves internationally and to 
be accepted by the PI CUR committee. At 
the conference several printed papers 
were distributed and sold - presentations 
in Epg11sh. Mr. KuhIemann will go to the 
Center for UFO Studies conference in Chi¬ 
cago; this September to make another pre¬ 
sentation of Project U.R.D.. 

Ch^rJ^e^ ^o^e_n, the editor of Flying Sau¬ 
cer Review, thought he had seen a reces¬ 
sion In UFO reports during the last years. 
This is strange in view of certain psycho/ 
sociologists theories of UFO sightings as 
being only the signs of an increased "world 
stress" in times of disturbances and wars,' 
as we now see. Bowen pointed, in his talk, 
to the many absurdities of the phenomenon 
and got the public laughing by telling 
some of the real pearls of that genr®! 

Some articles, published in’ his early edi¬ 
torship of FSR, had aroused his suspisions 
about the ET theory: an examination, by 
Jerome Clark, of the 1897 airship wave; and 
a contact claim from Whidby Island, where 
a witness had seen a UFO _sh£i^k out of . 
view, instead of moving towards the horizon. 

One of the healthy signs In now-time ufo¬ 
logy is that sceptics are attracted even 
to the UFO organizations. One such "open- 
minded sceptic" is ^tjja£t_C£m£b£lJ_ from 
BUFORA’s Edinburgh unit. He presented his 
investigation of the Robert Taylor case, a 
Scotsman, who was "attacked" by two spiked, 
spheric objects. CampbelI thought the case 
was reliable, had a high degree of strange¬ 
ness, but the explanation was to be found 
among the rare phenomena of black (non-lu¬ 
minous) ball IightnIng! Theorists think 
these exist, but Congress chairman Bayer 
couldn't help exclaiming his doubts on 
that issue. 

The first day terminated with a discussion 
on the theme "Psychic Phenomena and UFO's" 
introduced by HiJ.a£y_E£aj 2 s^ member of the 
(British) Society for Psychical Research. 
"How can anyone even doubt a connection 
between UFOs and psychic phenomena?" was 
Evans rather controversial question to 
the publ ic. Jan £j^l_Laj 2 der, chairman of 
the Stockholm ^Society for psychobiophy¬ 
sics" agreed as he tol.d the audience about 
his experiences while investigating pheno-‘ 
;mena surrounding UrI (Seller and Friedrich 
Jiirgensson, The engaged style of Fjel lan¬ 
der's contribution was appreciated by the 
audience, in any case those who see the 
"phenomenological" connection Evans and 
Fjellander gave'voice to. Opposition from 
the audience towards the psychic theory 


was remarkably weak. It was generally 
thought to be Important that Investiga¬ 
tors seek knowledge about psychological 
and psychic phenomena. AI win Lawson's 
research on "false abductions" was regar¬ 
ded as a model (as opposed to what was 
recently stated, in a Swedish magazine..). 
Hypnosis can bring out interesting re¬ 
search material but It Is very naive to 
be Iieve that the method produces matter- 
of-fact "evidences", especial Iy when 
attempted by persons who lack a clinical 
experience. 

The Monday, which somewfat surprised us 
Swedes as being a holiday, started off 
with ^i_sc£S£ion_g£ 0 £p£ on four different 
themes. Myself, i listened in to a very 
productive debate led by Jenny Randles, 
in England researchers have formulated a 
proposal for an "ethical code for UFO re¬ 
searchers", .and this was discussed. The 
proposal gives summary guide lines on how 
to.act towards witnesses, the general pub¬ 
lic and fellow ufologists. The code of 
honour e.g. bans the use of hypnosis with¬ 
out the witness's consent and recommends 
that all investigations be carried out in 
close cooperation between at least two 
persons. Field investigators who agree 
with,the code are.put on a list of recom¬ 
mended researchers.. In time one hopes 
that - via PI CUR - this idea will be dis¬ 
cussed and accepted throughout the world. 

One of the most valued contributions, 
despite language difficulties, was. the re¬ 
port by Portugese ^o£C|£im _Fe£n£n£e£ on 
local investigations of the visions at 
Fatima in 1915-17. October last year 
(1980) Portugal saw the publication of a 
book - now In Its third reprint - which 
for the first time puts these incidents 
in a "ufological" context. This book has 
met heavy critlsism from the Catholic 
church where one doesn't like one of it's 
taboos placed in any other context than 
the rel igious-v.lsionary’one. 

The book was constructed from hundreds of 
previous scripts and documents on contem¬ 
porary investigations. "Virgin Mary" Is 
revealed as a rather typical ufonaut: 110 
cm tali (short), the looks of a.I.O-year old 
child, closefitting dress, ha|r to her 
shoulders, and holding a luminous ball In 
her hands. Maria is projected in a cone- 
shaped beam from a hovering object.. The 
third prophecy from this mysterious woman 
was opened by the pope In I960 but has not 
been released. Rumours say it contains 
prophecies concerning the dark future of 
the Catholic church. 
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From Fatima to Jbl£cj< _ho_l_e^. Radio astro¬ 
nomer ^i_2e_l_ Heji best, well-known from the 
columns, of New Scientist, reported on 
current theories on these unbelievable - 
but scientifically recognized - phenome¬ 
na. To travel through a black hole would 
be theoretically fascinating but impos¬ 
sible. The powerful X-ray radiation emit¬ 
ted would destroy all materia approaching 
these, points in space, which are believed 
^(tp jne it Is-a "bel ief") to lead. to. other 
universes or ^imensiojis, 

^r_^ ^a_vM jHa_i_s_el_j^, Canadian ufologist and 
editor of the good news-magazine 
JJTO (2) then gave a short report of the 
PICUR work. (PICUR = Provisional Interna¬ 
tional Committee on UFO Research). The 
work is now directed towards: a) a common 
data base for statistical studies (this 
is where the Swedish U.R.D. stand a good 
chance of being accepted...) and b) deve¬ 
loping techniques and instructions for 
field investigators. The Committee now 
publishes its own newsletter, UF^ _l_n_te_r- 
_na_tion^l (3), where Bertil KuhTemann was 
appointed as new editor. PICUR will con¬ 
tinue as "provisional" in view of the li¬ 
mited number of countries and groups now 
participating. It is hoped for an increa¬ 
sed international commitment. 

_Dr_^ Br^c£ Ma£C^b^e, optical researcher 
with the U.S.Navy, is one of the scien¬ 
tists nrast committed to the UFO problem^ 
for exdmp le'as chal rmari of Fund for UF(J 
Research. This fund has money reserved-.to 
be immediately dispatched to researchers 
who need economical support for analyses 
of trace samples in connection with a 
UFO landing. 

Maccabee gave the conference a" detailed, 
slide-illustrated presentation of the so 
called New Zealand case, where unknown 
Iights were filmed:from an airplane on 
Dec 30, 1978. Maccabee has made a tho- \ 
rough on-spot investiaqtion and photogra~ 
phical analysis of the Crockett film 
and was able to'attest the strangeness 
of the case. He also spoke of new inves-' 
tigations he made on the 1950 Trent/Mc¬ 
Minnville photos. The "new evidence in 
this case also speak of authencity, 

Maccabee's detailed,: technical sp^ch ga¬ 
ve rise to some snoring and "dropjiing ' 
heads" among the less motivated parf of 
the audience, who woke up, howeyer, when 
the speaker started a recitation. froBT..^ . 
"The Roswell Incident" (4), which con--' 
cerns" cl aimed findings of wreckage, after 
a 1947 UFO crash. Maccabee's promotion of 


Berlitz' latest book was a surprise to 
me. Berlitz' rather tarnished reputation 
has possibly caused the relatively luke¬ 
warm reception of his latest opus by in¬ 
ternational reviewers...? 

Difficulties in using the English language 
and lack of time, made the French speech 
by Philipe Schneyder on "the Isocelie 
theory" rather hard to grasp. Some French¬ 
men have analysed the geographical distri¬ 
bution of 56 landing cases, all from 1954. 
They found that the landing spots form a 
pattern of isosceles triangles, no less 
than I.800! The chances of such a pattern 
is utterly small, if the phenomena are not 
inteI IigentJy control Ied. Personal ly I 
find it a rather absurd theory that UFO 
phenomena would be "programmed" in such a 
way, but what isn't absurd in the field 
of UFOs. .,i 7-The theory is fully set out 
in a French book to be published this sum¬ 
mer, but the"French official GEPAN group 
has already counteredd by publishing a 
study where they conclude that the theory 
is not statistically significant. (5). 

Last among the speakers was _Da^M ]Ha_i^s^Ij_ 
who returned with a summary of Canada's 
UFO history, stressing the importance of 
WiJ^b^rt ^.^m_i_th'_s research under the offi¬ 
cial project names Magnet and Second Sto¬ 
rey. Project Magnet was discontinued only 
two days after the first lucky magnetome¬ 
ter registration of - what one believed 
was - a bypassing phenomena of upktiovyn.ori 
gin. Smith was a pathfinder in Cahadian:"' 
ufology. After losing government financing 
he continued privately until his deathi-ijn 
1962. Smith's son has said that mini-UFOs 
("telemetric discs") often were seen in 
the vicinity of his father. 

Another central name in Canadian ufology- 
was Steve Michalak. In 1967 he was radia¬ 
tion poisoned after touching a landed UFO. 
The case created many explanation problems 
for the government and was finally debated 
In the parliament where - in a way quite 
usaai in politics - it was swept under the 
'carpet. Later on, policemen watched uniden 
t if led aerial phenomena hovering over the 
parliament building and the prime minister 
reSidence... 

To sum up, the London conference offered 
a matter-of-fact programme. With the excep 
tion of black ho I^s there were no extra¬ 
vagant deviations from the subject, which 
often Qccurs.at'other, similar conferenees 
The conference fee was rather heavy, but 
was also a safety guard against the "outer 
limits ufologists", 1“imagine.The audience 
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was strikingly mature. A reduction of 
,,the conference fe^for non-British vlsi- 
... tors - at.-future conferences - would 
..spur an, increased international partici¬ 
pation, I'm sure. The nextBUFORA .confe¬ 
rence will take place on March 13, 1982, 
in Edinburgh.
